Anunual Mecting of the Labor Reform
League.

Nrw Yonx, May 9.—The Labor Reform League
is bolding its annoal meeting to-day at Stein-
way Hall. The audience at the morning ses-
slon consieted of about four hundred persons,
chiefly laborers. Benjamin F. Bargent, of Bos-
ton, presided- A. M. Powell read letters from
Hon. Charles  Burmner regretting  that
he eould mnot attend the meeting and
recommending Amerloans to give up the war-
dance around Ban Domingo. The annual report
dealt with the 8ounth, the Indian and Chinese
questlion, and recorded the movement inaugu-
rated by Julla Ward Howe for the promoting of
peace by summoning a congrese ol womwsn 1o
London.

Wendell Fhillips epoke nearly an hour, and
chiefly dealt with Bouthern and labor question.
He approved Mr. Bumner's Ban Domingo polley,
and regretted the insnlt offered to him, There
i still, he said, a stnte of war with the South.

General Butler, nnawed by gamblers and
Rebel ringa in New Orleans, executed Mulford.
Let General Grant Jay a hand on the Jeaders in
the Bouth, men who count their acres by thon-
sands and are Instigators of assassinations—Ilet
the President follow Butler's plan, and you will
never -hear of Ku-klux agsin. (Applause.) Let
the cowards of Carolina know that the Presi-
dent Is terribly in enrnest, and there will be an
end of the Ku-klux.

In reply to a volee asking, ‘‘What about car-
pet-baggers?”" he gald, the Bouth is ignorant,
poor, and ruled by departing barbarism, yet
they repel a Northerner who goes down with
evirything they want, brains and money, but
gly cunning. The Northerner remains to squeeze
political power out of these pitiful babies,

ing the men with bludgeons, and said the next
time the Bowery boys have a riot they may take
it into their heads not to hang negroes Lo lamp-
poetg, but to indulge in millionalres.

A GREAT LAUKNCH.

Successful Lannching of a Monster Calsson
for the East River Bridge of New York—

Narrow Eeseape of Tug Boats.

The New York Postof Monday evening says:

The secomd great calsson of the East River
bridge, which ﬁ to unite New York to Brooklyn,
was successfully launched from Webb's ship-
yard, at the foot of Bixth street, East river, at
feventeen minutes before 12 o'clock this
morning.

PREFARING FOR THE LAUNCH,

The cnisron was erecied on a foundation of
fourteen rows of “blocking,” or short timbers
Inld one upon another in the fashion of a cob-
house. To prepare it for Inunching every other
row of blocking was removed, and replaced by
a sliding way.

The slides were composed of long timbers,
the upper surface of which was coated by a
compesition of tallow and ¢nstile soap. In
order to prevent this sticky substance from
gluing the {imbers and the bottom of the
caigsgon together, the timbere were also covered
by a coaling of oil, and numeroas emall holes
weye drilled in them, into which oll was
poured.

The timbers compoging the sldes were eleven
by twenty-two Inches Lln diameter. Wedges
were tightly driven between the upper surface
and the bottom of the caisson,

The caieron was built on an incline of seven
feet in the one hundred and two feet of its
lengih. Hence, when the wedges and the rows
of blocking were knocked from under it, and
ite welght rested on the slippery surface of
the sliding ways, It glided down them into the
river.

In order that the caisson might float securely,
it was provided with & false bottom, which will
bave to be removed before einking it.

The tug Tebo was the nearest to the caisson,
and as the latter drove the water before it in a
buge mound, it seemed that the little tug would
certainly be drove upon the others and crushed
like a pipe-stem. As it was, she was hurled
forward and her bow wag dashed betwecn the
Starbuck and the southern bulkhead, and
beyond the starting of her bnlwarks and the
crushing of geveral small boals no greal damage
was done,

AN EXCITING BCENE.

Ae soon as the pllots of the other tugs saw
the danger that threatened them, they rang the
engine bells and were just able to start ahead in
time to eave themselves from being sunk or
cruslied. The police boat Seneca lay to about
twenty yards distant from the pier head, and

erceiving the esituntion of affairs evidently

efore those on the tugs, Captain Todd shouted

| to them of their perilous position, and he gave

the warning not an instant too soon.
ON THE CAISSON

the people geemed alzo to be greatly alarmed;
and those who stood on the side nearest the
veeeels hastily retreated to a distant place. At
firet the calesson moved slowly, and then gradu-
ally Increased the speed of thedescent nuatil just
before the caleson reached a level in the water
it eeemed to those on boats in the East river
that the water would pour in billows over her
huge sides. In a tritle over a minute the lannen
was successfully made and all the danger over.
Then a shout arose, and cheers were uttered
from five thoueand throatg that the calsson was
in the water, and that what but a minute before
threatened to be a catastrophe was nothing but
a terrifylng, but excusable, scare.

AFTER THR LAUNCH,

the calsson was made fast by ropes to the neigh-
boring plers, as the ebb tide rendered it neces-
sary (0o postpone its removal to the other side of
the river. To-morrow morning It will te towed
by six steam tugs to the foot of Noble street,
Greenpoint, where it will lie notil removed to
its final place of anchorage. Five o'clock, just
before flood tide, is the hour assigned for start-
ing. Itls thonght that the voyage will eccupy
about an hour and a half. The ealsson drawa
thirteen feet of waler, or aboui the same as the
Brooklyn calsson.
